Social  Conditions 

The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the 
Borough  of  Colchester:  its  northern  boundary  is  the  River  Stour, 
which  separates  it  from  Suffolk.  South-east  of  Colchester  its 
eastern  boundary  is  the  River  Colne  and  the  Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  mainly  rural,  development  is  taking  place 
repidly  in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester,  and  these 
serve  increasingly  as  dormitory  areas  for  persons  employed  in  the 
town. 

Most  of  the  area  is  occupied  by  agricultural  holdings  and  a 
quarter  of  the  employed  population  find  their  livelihood  in 
agriculture  and  allied  trades. 

■  The  remaining  three-quarters  serve  a  wide  range  of  different 
occupations,  rather  more  than  a  third  being  employed  outside  the 
district,  mainly  in  Colchester.

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  from  the  Bures  supply 
while  the  remaining  supplies  are  satisfactory  except. for  their 
content  of  fluorine.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  some  means  may 
be  devised  for  diluting  the  water  from  the  Abberton  source  which 
contains  parts  per  million  of  Fluorine.

HOUSING 

During  the  year  25  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with  following 
official  representations.  32  unfit  houses  were  demoloshed. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  125  unfit  houses  remained  occupied  - 
a  decrease  of  7  on  the  previous  year. 

101  new  dwellings  were  completed  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  completed  of  the  water,  drainage 
and  sewerage  arrangements  of  the  houses  in  the  District.  The 
following  tables  give  the  results  of  this  enquiry.  Comparing  these 
figures  with  those  revealed  by  the  1951  census : - 

2,838  houses  remain  without  baths  compared  with  4,300  in  1951 

856  houses  have  no  piped  water  supply  within  compared  with 

some  2,000  in  1951. 

564  houses  have  no  sink  compared  with  over  1,600  in  1951 

2,628  houses  have  no  water  closet  compared  with  4,099  in  1951 

Obviously  tllese  figures  show  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
past  9  years,  but  still  40, 6  of  our  houses  have  no  bath  and  have 
no  water  closet.
